Says He Will Fight to Win. 

‘* About all I care to say at present,” said 
Mr. Eckhart, ‘‘is that, having decided to 
become a candidate for the nomination, I 
am going into the fight to win. Several 
weeks ago my friends urged me to announce 
myself as a candidate. At first I refused to 
consider the proposition, principally for the 
reason that I did not wish to reénter public 
life. The urging continued with the result 
that I have consented to stand for the 
romination.’”’

SEES SURPLUS OF $35,000,000 


Chairman of House Committee Shows 
That Session Just Closed Appropri- 
ated the Sum of $781,574,629.

Washington, D. ‘C., April 28.—[Special. }— 
The appropriations made by the Fifty-eighth 
congress, which adjourned today, agegre- 
gated $781,574,629. These figures were pre- 
sented to the house today by Representative 
Hemenway of Indiana, chairman of!) the 
committee on appropriations. He predicted 
a surplus of at least $35,000,000, and dGe- 
fended the appropriations.as being reason- 
able and as furnishing proof of “* good gov- 
ernment houseKkeeping.”” They were at- 
tacked by Mr. Livingston of Georgia. dem- 
ocrat, as proving that “congress had .done 
nothing but spend money.” 

Going into details, Mr. Hemenway showed 


Mr. Hemenway showed, however, that the 
figures indicated a surplus of at least $35,- 
000,000 for the coming fiscal year. Experi- 


ence has demonstrated, he said, that the 


actual expenditures of the government are 
about 5 per cent less than the appropriations 
made by congress. It was safe to assume 
therefore that with the excess of revenue in- 
the figures—$6,199,274—there 
would beta safe margin of at least $40,000,000 
between revenue and expenditure in the next 
fiscal year. 

Democratic. critics, however, assert. that 
the government, instead of having a surplus 
in sight, faces an actual deficit of $77,000,000.

Woman Missionary from Africa Makes 


Direct Charges and Exempts Only 
One Man in Entire Service. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—Charges of 
gross immorality on the part of consular 


officials located in Liberia were made by 


Miss A. A. Klein, one of the speakers at 
‘today’s session of the Florence Crittenton 
mission, in a talk on “ Preventive and Res- 
cue Work for Girls in Africa.” 

Miss Klein said foreign consuls frequently 
stopped at her mission station, where, she 
said, they would speak lightly of their licen- 
tious excesses.

He should have 
the interests of his community at heart suffi- 
ciently to try to abolish this ugly relic of 
icontier necessity. There might have been 
an @xcuse a century ago for such things, but 
there is no longer. | 

If the effect upon ge public mind in the 
city is bad, how muth worse it must be in 
towns and villages. In the city the mul- 
tiplicity of other events mollifies to an extent 
the full force of the horror, but in the rural 
districts the public mind suffers all the dis- 
mal consequences of close, continuous con- 
tact with a morbid condition.

The 
thought of annihilation makes even the felon 
shudder. And to the vicious and degenerate 


whose minds tried to penetrate to those 


lonely prison cells there would come no 
thought but that of inEtoxtonis death as the 
end of crime. —

have to keep turning around rapidly to 
make sure that their fellows do rot sur- 
prise them in the great running and dodg- 
ing game called zee!

You will 
pretty soon feel a hand on your shoulder.

The second session of the fiftysighth con- 


publican leaders gave notice when it began 
that it was not to be of long duration and 
that little business would be attended to 
beside ‘the appropriation bills. The pro- 
gram has been carried out with no opposition 
on the part of the democrats, The congress- 
men of that party are quite as desirous as 
their republican colleagues to get home, look 
after local politics, and make arrangements 
for attending the national conventions. 

If the session had been protracted until 
July it is possible that some desirable legis- 
lation which has had to go over would have 
got through, but most of the time would 
have been devoted to political speeches and 
attempts to manufacture ammunition for 
the coming campaign. The really urgent 
matters. have been attended to. The re- 
ciprocity arrangement with Cuba has been 
perfected. The canal question has been set- 
tled by the ratification of the treaty with 
Panama and the enactment a legislation 
for the government of the canal zone and 
the payment of $10,000,000 to the republic 
of Panama. Increased powers have been 
given to the Philippine government which 
will enable it to promote stand the pros- 
perity of the islands. 

The appropriation bills envi for $28,- 
000,000 more than those of the last session 
of the fifty-seventh congress. There would 
have been more money voted had not the 
house, with its backbone straightened and 
stiffened by the exhortations of the speaker, 
refused to concur in most of the .gategaacgad 
amendments made by the senate. 

If congress had adjourned ten days ago 
Chicagoans would have been enraged.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
Prof. Muensterberg of Harvard is seek- 

ing to enlighten the Germans ‘about Amer- 
fca, where he has lived for the last twelve 
years. Among other subjects discussed by 
him in his recently published book is the 
Monroe doctrine. That is a doctrine which 
Europeans do not love. Itis a “ handsoff,” | 
“keep your distance ” declaration which 
has offended their self-esteem and thwarted 
their territorial greed. 

The professor assures himself a friendly 


audience abrogd when he derides the Mon- 


roe doctrine as a “ creed outworn,” which 
is no longer needed to protect the United 
States and the Latin American republics 
against European nations. — 
Hesays that the maintenance of the Mon- | 
roe doctrine simply protracts the economic 
impotence of Central and South American 
states to the injury of the commercial in- 


-terests of the United States. : 


Having said all this, the professor be- 
thinks himself of American readers, and to 
placate them adds a warning to European 
nations that they must show the profound- 
est respect for the Monroe doctrine and 
wait patierftly fer it “ to die a natural death 
in the American mind.” 

If the European governments accept 
Prof. Muehsterberg’s invitation to sit pa- 
tiently by the bedside of the Monroe doc- 
trine and await its peaceful death they will 
be sitting there centuries hence. That doc- 
trine has the vitality and indestructibility 
of the American people. It is their fighting 
partner.« It was born when they were, 
though it was not proclaimed to the world 
in the first and feeble days of the republic. 
It will live as long ‘as the republic lives. 
It will die only when the republic is rent 
asunder into weak and hostile states, or 
when its flag has been trampled in the dust 
by a successful coalition of enemies. 

The Monroe doctrine is the defender of 
the new world against insidious or overt 
attempts at subjugation by the old world. 

It cannot die a.natural death while the 
American people retain their political ex- 
istence, 

Prof. Muensterberg is a highly educated 
man of much ability. He has lived in this 
country twelve years. He believes he can 
explain America to Europe. But he does 
not understand America one little bit. 


HUNGARY PROTESTS. 

A Vienna dispatch says that if the United 
States throws any obstacles in the way of 
the landing of Hungarian emigrants be- 
fore both sides of the case are heard the 
Hungarian government will consider it “a 
distinctly unfriendly act.” Americans who 
do not keep close watch on congressional 
proceedings will wonder at this sudden ap- 


pearance of a storm cloud and the possible | 


rupture of the peaceful relations of the two 
countries. 

The Hungarian government recently 
entered into a contract with the Cunard 
Steamship company by which that company 
bound itself to run a line of steamships from 
the port of Fiume, the consideration being 
that the Hungarian governnient will see that 
the line has 30,000 emigrants a year to 
carry, or, if there be a shortage, will pay 
what would have been made up by the lack- 
ing number. 3 

On motion of ae Lodge a provision 
was added to one of the appropriation bills 
to the effect that immigrants brought by 
any steamship company working under such 
an agreement as the one described shall be 
excluded from admission to the country. 
It is the opinion of senators who have paid 
the most attention to the subject that the 
effect of the agreement will be that the Hun- 
garian government will send here, or allow 
to come here, only the most undesirable por- 
tion of the population—that it is willing to 
pay a bonus to a steamship company to get 
rid of the indigent, broken down, diseased, 
and criminal element. 

The Hungarian government insists that 
its sole object is to restrict emigration, to 
put an end to the efforts of agents of steam- 
ship companies to stimulate it, and to get 
eontrol over the companies. It asks the 
United States to listen to its explanations 
before enforcing the new law. The Amer- 
ican government will listen respectfully, but 
it will have to obey the law unless the ¢on- 
tract which it makes a cause for exclusion 
is modified.

ination system_was introduced with regard 
to the government service have been in the 
habit of seeking a livelihood in the city 


usually as members of the stock exchange, 


as which they enjoyed, of course, opportuni- 
ties which they could not have obtained if 
they had not belonged to that institution. | 

The result of closing the stock exchange, 
and, to all extents and purposes, the city, to 
the gilded youth of fashion, particularly 
those with gentle blood In their veins, is 
showing itself by their invasion of Fleet 
street in search of employment as journal- 
ists, they, as well as their relatives, fondly 
imagining that their knowledge of the great 
world, their social advantages, and their ac- 
quaintance with the leading men of the day 
at home, and in some instances abroad, will 
endow them with exceptional advantages in 
the way of acquiring news. — 


Thirty, and even ten, years ago journalism 
was regarded in altogether a different light 
in England, and while Laurence Olyphant, 
Fred Furnaby, Evelyn Ashley, and Willie 
Grenfell did not lose caste by writing for 


the newspapers, they were nevertheless re- 


garded as the exceptions that made the rule. 


In the last few years, however, views of so- 


clety about the matter have undergone a 
considerable change. Impecunious peers, 
such as Viscount Mountmoarres and the Harl 
Roslyn, have been content to earn their liv- 
ing as reporters for organs of the London 
press, while an English duke has been giad 
to work in the same capacity for a New 
York newspaper. The Hon. Algernon 
Bourke, far from being subjected to any dis- 


| advantages through his connection with the 


London Times, managed to extract prestige 
and importance therefrom. 

The readiness of the newspapers to pay 
large amounts In salary and allowances to 
men of family and title as war correspond- 
ents, knowing that they would be more read- 


ily admitted to the intimacy of the officers in 


the field and thus find it easier to obtain in- 
formation than ordinary journalists, has 
served to break down to a still greater ex- 
tent the prejudice against the profession, and 
now journalism is becoming the fashion, and 
each of the great metropolitan dailles in 
London will soon have its staff of blue blood- 
ed reporters and titled editors. 

It is more or less of a revolution, and as 


journalism, all things considered, constitutes 


an excellent training, infinitely preferable to 
the stock exchange, we may soon find it be- 
coming as much of a stepping stone to po- 
litical preferment and to high government 
office as it is in France, in Italy, in Spain, 
and elsewhere on the continent. 


It may be questioned whether King Ed- 
ward will be altogether pleased with the 
means adopted by the present earl of Darn- 
ley to secure the transformation of his peer- 
age from an Irish into an English one, which 


Jatter would furnish him with a seat in the 


house of lords. For the municipalities of 
Rochester, of Gravesend, and of other places 
in the neighborhood of his country seat, Cob- 
ham hall, are presenting memorials and pe- 
titions, both to the crown and to the prime 
minister, asking that the earl should be 
granted a peerage of the united kingdom in 
addition to his present dignity. 

This is an altogether unprecedented meth- 
od, and as people do not hesitate to assert 
that it is the earl who instigated the peti- 
tions, it is probable that they will tend to 
militate in the king’s mind against the grant 

of the honors demanded rather than in favor 
thereof. 

This is to be regretted, for Lord Darnley is 
a popular man, and, prior to his accession to 
the peerage of his most eccentric brother 
and predecessor, was famous as a cricketer 
under the name of Ivo Bligh. Indeed, it was 
bat: e playing on an English cricketing eleven 

in Australia that he met his wife, a 
of Stephen of Melbourne, 
and her hand.

Indeed, 
the famous ‘** Leather Bottle tnn,’’ to which 
Mr. Tracy Tupman retired for the pur- 
pose of self-destruction, and where he was 
discovered, not dead but distussing a fine 
bottle of port wine, by his friend Pickwick, 
is"just outside the park wall. 

While the earl cannot ‘be described as the 
descendant of the celebrated Lord Darnley 
who was the hushand of Mary queen of 
Scots, he can nevertheless claim connection 
with that ill-fated peer’s family on the 
distaff side. The real founder of the present 
house of Bligh, of which the present Lord 
Darnley is the chief, was an attorney who 
not only made a fortune out of the transfers 
of land under the Cromiwellian forfeitures 
but acquired also a considerable estate for 
himself. 


The earl is a claimant ito the dukedom of 
ennox, now held by the duke of Richmond. 
The last of the legitimatie dukes of Lennox 
died in 1672, when, there being no male heir, 
Kine Charles II., as nearest male relative 
of the duke, appropriated the peerage and 
conferred it, along with the dukedor of Rich- 
mond, upon his son by Louise de Querouailles, 

duchess of Portsmouth. 
The dukedom of Lennox, however, was a 
Scotch dukedom, and nearly half of the peer- 


ages of Scotland are transmissible through | 


the female as well as the male line. There 
is a doubt as to whether the dukedom of 
Lennox belongs to this category of peerages 
or not, and that is a question which will have 
to be decided by the house of lords sitting at 
the tribunal for the purpose. But if it does 
come under that head, then undoubtedly 
Lord Darnley’s claim is a just one. For the 
last duke of Lennox, of what may be called 
the legitimate line. although he left no son, 
was survived by a daughter, Lady Catharine 
Stewart, one of whose legitimate descendants 
married that Irish attorney, John Bligh, who 
was created by Queen Anne earl of Darnley: 

There are considerable lands and castles 
in Scotland which go with the dukedom of 
Lennox, and all of these may have to be sur- 
rendered by the duke of Richmond to Lord 
Darnley in the event of the house of lords 
pronouncing a decision in his favor, as is ex- 
pected ‘by genealogical in

One interesting direction in which the pow- 
er of the trust Is greatest is in that of im- 
proving the general! taste. And in this re- 
spect the larger the trust the more good it 
may do. 

For instance: 
when manufacturers were largely in business 
as individuals, that the buyer for a retail 
hardware and stove store should have studied 
out an idea to the effect that a great many 
stoves are overornamented. He would point 
out to the salesman for the manufacturer 
that by leaving off three-quarters of the cast- 
iron and nickel plated ginger bread orna- 
ments he could make a stove which would 


| be In better taste and at the same time cost 


less to make and to sell than the overorna- 
mented and tawdry article. He would sug- 
gest the beauty of simplicity. 


resented was of considerable importance the 
salesman might agree to report the sugges- 
tion to his ‘*‘ house.’’ If the proprietor of the 
stove factory were enterprising and hap- 
pened at the same time to be a man of good 
taste himself he might agree to put the new 
idea into effect. But the chances are that 
he would not think it worth while to make a 
change in patterns to please a single cus- 
tomer. Or the salesman might negleci alto- 


the new stove would be made and offered for 
sale by the salesmen of only one house out 
of, perhaps, a hundred. 

Un@er present con itions, however, any 
good idea is practically certain of immediate 
and wide. acceptance. The buyer for a big 
modern merchandising establishment is ina 
position where he can practically demand 
what he wants in the matter of design, be- 
cause he buys in such large quantities. If 
he suggests a simpler and more beautiful 
stove the salesman to whom the suggestion 
is made will be quick to favor its adoption. 
Suppose there happens to be a trust in the 
manufacture of stoves. If the new and more 
tasteful stove is,made and put on the mar- 
ket it will be offered to the trade by every 
salesman of the trust and will quickly find 
‘its way into practically every hardware store 
in the country. 

A simple suggestion, like that described, 
provided it is made by the buyer for one of 
the big department stores, Is almost certain 
to have even a wider influence and a more 
general application. 

In most of these stores a adeeb look- 
ing to the simplification of a stove pattern 
and the consequent cheapening in the cost 
of the manufactured article would probably 
be handed in to the general superintendent 
of the store for his approval. He, in turn, 
would preserve the suggestion, and, at one 
of the meetings of buyers which are held 
regularly in almost all large establishments 
he would explain it to the 50 or 100 buyers, 
as the case might be, who were present. He 


ers might study out some sifmilar plan of 
simplification in the manufacturing design of 
the goods in which he is especially inter- 
ested. 

Instead of putting half a dozen tucks or 
rows of lace on a muslin undergarment, for 
instance, a single row or tuck. might be 
made to serve the same purpose, if applied 
artistically, at the same time materially cut- 
ting Gown the cost and adding to the beauty 
of the article.

THROUGH THE LAND OF THE SERB.’ 
A Charming Book of Balkan Travel by 
an Englishwoman. 

The Englishwoman, like her brother, has 
always been an unwearied globe trotter, afid 
has frequently written interesting books on 
what she has seen, but none has written a 
more entertaining recital of wanderings in 
foreign parts than Miss M. E. Durham in her 
THROUGH THE LAND OF THE SERB” 
It must have re- 
quired no little bravery to have visited the 
wild countries of the Balkan peninsula un- 
attended and armed only with a Servian dic- 
tionary and an English passport which few 
it was presented to could read. 

But the author spent several months riding 
and walking through Montenegro, Albania, 
and west and east Servia, penetrating many 
places where no foreigner, man or woman, 
had ever been seen before, sleeping inm~the 
wretched huts of poverty-stricken ‘natives 
and the equally wretched inn of the towns, 
eating unspeakable food In the country, or 
dining with archimandrates, the warmth of 
whose hospitality was only equaléd by that 
of their liquors.

HE second of the spring course of lec 
tures at the School of Domestic Arts 
and Science, 29 State street, was given 
on “Linens”: by Miss Connor Satur- 
day morning. 

The housewives sitting around their in- 
structor seemed to convey in their deep in- 
terest and attention how strong is the In- 
heritance from the grandmothers of that

Though we no longer spin and weave ou 
flax and linen under our @¢wn roofs, we mod- 
ern women need to know more than we do 
of household linens, their fiber, construc- 
tion, and qualities before“we start out to the 
annual linen sales. . 


How many of us know which linen to buy— | 


Irish. French, Belgian, Saxon, or even Rus- 
sian? Each one of these has some individ- 
ual quality derived from soil, climate, and- 
treatment the others have not, and each 
one has its best uses in the linen closet. 


The history. of flax should have an entire 


morning’s lesson ‘given to it alone, and then 
we would be only hungry for more. 

Flax is the oldest known fiber, and in its 
normal state—where no chemicals ate used 
in bleaching, etc.—is practically indestructi-. 
ble. Look at the burial cloths of the mum- 
mies of Ecypt; this linen Is in as perfect con- 
dition as when put.upon the body thousands 
of years ago. 

Flax is grown in many éountries, but the 

quality of the linen produced depends large- 
ly upon the treatment of this marvelous fiber 
before itis spun into thread. Climate and 
soll have much to do with the qaulity of the 
fiber of fiax: then comes its treatment from 
the time it is pulled until it is ready for 
epinning. The treatment of each country 
that raises, flax for the manufacture of 
linens is, in the main, the same, though each 
country has some little secret process or 
“knack” which seems f> give the fabric 
produced its individuality. 


| The Belgium flax is now considered to be 


the best, and Ireland imports much of the 
flax from there. It is believed there is some 
quality in the waters of the rivers of Bel- 
gium that rots and shrinks the fiber better 
than any other, and, too, the soil may enter 
into the building up of this plant largely. 
Irigh linen seems to be the best and most 
favorably known in this country,,and cer- 
tainly no country excels Ireland in the weav-

ing of linens, but she has allowed the in- 
creased demands upon her résources to tempt 
her to much adulteration and chemical 


bleaching. We think of linen as a aAon- 
shrinkable matérial, but the facts are it is 
only rendered so by the long and tedious 
processes given to the flax before being spun. 
Weeks and months are given to the process 
of rotting and shrinking the fiber, which, if 
it could be given to cotton and wocl, they, 
too, would be, nonshrinkable in the cloth 
when ready for the consumer. 

Linen is not made in this country because 
of the hand labor required to prepare the 
flax for the logms. No machine has yet been 
invented that will do the work of combing the 
flax without injuring the fiber. , 

Bleaching is one of the most important 
processes the linen must pass through. There 


is a vast difference between grass bleached 


and chemically bleached linen. ‘The only 
linen one really should buy is grass bleached, 
but in the rush and hurry for things in these 
days many people do not stop to consider 
this if they only get something that “‘ looks ”’ 
well, and the manufacturers meet this spirit 
of hurry with the “ filledin ’ and chemically 
bleached easily cracked material our grand- 
mothers would never have called linen. 
Two important things to require in buy- 
ing linens are that the threads are round and 
the: bleaching done on the grass... You pay 


more, but the reward is great, because pure, 


good linen grows more beautiful with age 
and proper handling. 

Miss Connor gave important instructions 
about testing linens for adulterations. The 
ammonia test to discover the presence of 
cotton and chemical bleaching, chloride of 


lime to find out if jute fillings are there—if 


so, the jute fiber turns a violet color—and 
many more practical matters we all need to 
know. 

To know well and understandingly her 
warnings to us would indeed find us fore- 
armed for the linen sales and relieve us of 
the ignominy of appealing to the ignorant 
salesman, who in nine cases out of ten has 
never handled a piece of linen until called 
into service during the rush of one of these 
sales. Tomorrow, Saturday, the 30th, at 11 
o’clock, Miss Connor will give her lecture on 
* Woolens,” another fabric of which it be- 
hooves us to learn all we can, as much and 
wonderful adulterations are carried on in 
the manufacture of woolen goods.

Who has more taste than income no longer 
depends upon the inexperienced painter to 
produce by tones for her, but, fortified with 
a knowledge of stafns, is able to transform 
crude surroundings into such as will satisfy 
every artistic sense. 

The staining of wood has within the last 
few years become a study in itself. In all 
architects’ offices the subject is carefully 
fonsidered. Picture frame makers have to be 
thoroughly practiced in the art. Almost all 
the wooden frames we see, in fact, having 
been treated with sfains—a necessary pro- 
ceeding now that lovers of beautiful in- 
teriors are no Jdnger content to frame their 
pictures themselves or to the walls on which 
they hang. 

Under certain conditions stained woods, 
when carefully prepared, are universally 
recognized as appropriate. Thus there are 
many houses built throughout the country, 
many libraries in private’ houses, many 
smoking rooms, and studios, where the wood- 
work hes been made a special feature, as in 
the rafters and wainscoting, in which costly 
woods were not possible, but in which most 
delightful effects, perfectly legitimate in 
character, have been obtained, and this with- 
out any hint having been given of the tawdry 
or mere imitation. : 

Ordinary pine tables, where one can afford 


’ ,to buy nothing more costly, may be oiled or 


stained and made altogether charming. 
They can be made to look like black oak, and 
if one is skillful with the hot iron a désign 
may be made to follow the edge. 


stained, and bookshelves or mantel pieces 
‘can be made both interesting and beautiful 
by the expenditure of but little money and 
time. | 
Pure ammonia, a powerful liquid, and one 
to be carefully used, is the first application 
made to woods. It may be applied by means 
of a vapor bath to which' the wood is sub- 
jected. Some merely apply it with a brush, 
which is quite as satisfactory. Rubber gloves 
should be worn while one is doing this work. 


An ordinary two inch paint bursh is used. 
After the ammonia is used the stain is ap- 
plied, but this is rubbed down carefully when 
dry, with pumice stone and oil a 
By one institution _oak is submitted to this 
process: Ammonia applied with a brush, 
coach black applied as the stain, mixed with 
burnt sienna. ‘The lampblack must be mixed 
with a little turpentine. One or two coats of 
shellac follow this, the shellac being after- 
ward rubbed down with oil and pumice stone. 


as for. oak, but omit the ammonia and use 
more color. Get a dull finish stain and finish 
with shellac and pumice. This may be ap- 
plied to book shelves, mantels, tables, chairs, 
setteeés, and cupboards. 

For staining pine in a lovely green for 
rafters, wainscoting, and such, one architect 
uses Marseilles green and alittle drier mixed 
with turpentine. Thisis applied with a brush 
and ten minutes after the paint is wiped off 
with a.cotton rag. When it is quite dry a 
coating of shellacis given. Theshellac when 
dry is rubbed down with sandpaper. A.coat- 
ing of piano polish is then applied, and this 
again is polished with a piece of burlap. 
Two coats of the varnish has been found 
efficacious, each Coat being carefully rubbed 
down. The results obtained In this instance 
are peculiarly lovely. ) 

To make a bronze green, forest green and 
walnut stain can. be mixed with a little black 
oil paint, this to be mixed with a little tur- 
pentine, and applied with a brush. 

Some Japanese grays, as on picture frames, 
are obtained by applying ammonia to oak, 
then the plain gray stain found by mixing 
black and white, then a half tone polish, and 
afterward a thin white shellac. | !

POLICE STOP SLAUGHTER. 


Many Boxers Entered in Amateur 
Tournament Tonight at - 
Battery D. 


St. Louls, Mo., April 28.—[Special.]—The po- 
lice stopped the fight between Philadelphia 
Jack O'Brien and Kid Carter at the West 
End club tonight in the third of what was to 
have been a fifteen round battle. 

At the time Capt. Gaffney arose from his 
seat in the crowd and ‘motioned Referee 
Harry Sharp to stop the fight Carter was 
resting on his hands and knees in the middle 
of the ring, with his face and-chest covered 
with blood from his battered nose and split 
lip, gamely struggling to regain his feet. 
Carter was practically out, and after Sharp 
had held up O’Brien’s glovein token of vic- 
tory kept protesting his ability to continue 
to his conqueror, who was alding his victim's 
seconds in conveying the defeated fighter to 

_his corner. 


The battle was furious fyom the gong. . 


O'Brien quickly put Carter on the defensive 
and made the fight throughout. Both men 
were in prime condition. Carter tried for an 
instant to stall, but O’Brien was not to be 
denied. He reached the Kid several times in 
the first round with punches that landed sol- 
idly and evaded a return. When the round 
ended was seen Carter was in distress. 

In thé second O’Brien fought like a demon. 
He jabbed Carter almost at will, shifting 
nimbly, smiling and at times even winkmg 
at friends in the crowd. He put the Kid 
dowp but not out, although when the bell 
soundecd and Carter tottered to his corner it 
was realized that he was a beaten man. 
Then came the end in the third, as stated. 

There was no time during the three rounds 
when O’Brien did not hold Carter safe, and 
when the Philadelphia man left the ring it 
was almost without a scratch. For the time 
the fight lasted it was probably the fastest 
bout witnessed in St. Louis for years.

The revival of bullish sentiment in wheat 
‘continued with the encouragement of light 
eceipts, higher premiums paid for cash 

wheat here, and renewed reports of low crop 
‘conditions in a number of the winter wheat 
gtates. The best advance was in the May, 
‘which sold up to 885c and closed at 88c. 
There was a lively trade in the July, which 
‘gol up to 86%c for the old style and S5c for 
the new, advances of 1%c and 1\%c respec- 
tively. But the market eased back on local 
profit taking, ‘with the closing quotations 
85%c and 84%c, net gains of 

As on the previous day, there was some 
pressure on the September by buyers of the 
July, and the September closed only *%c 
Highe?. The sliding scale of advances dl- 
minishing as the day of settlement was 
postponed the farther in the future bore 
‘witness to the influence of the high cash 
premiums and the small contract stocks here 
ion the speculative temper. The buying was 
Yargely for short account, shorts in the 
gouthwest and in the northwest disturbed by 
Wears of a squeeze here. At their best prices 
were about 4c above the low point of the 
break. 

‘Big Premium for No. 2 Red. 


| One of the important factors in the advance 
‘was the sale of 2,700 bu No. 2 red at 13%4c 
pver May f. o. b., a higher price by about 3c 
¢han any previous quotation, and the sale 
had an effect on the market out of proportion 
#0 the size of the transaction. There was 
a good dea} of bearish comment from the 
northwest on the favorable progress of 
spring wheat seeding and the rapidity with 
which the ground was drying up, the result 
ofthe warm, dry weather. There were some 
predictions of a larger crop than that of last 
ear. But there was a good deal of buying 

ere for northwest account, the feeljgg in 
that quarter influenced by the light reteipts 
and the country milling demand. There were 
only 59 cars at Minneapolis, compared with 
86 a year ago, and 59 cars were shipped to 
interior mills. Minneapolis stocks decreased 
560.000 bu for five days. Receipts in the 
southwest were small and there were only 
154,000 bu at primary points, compared with 
442.000 bu a year ago.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP, OR ‘CHANGE, | 


The Kansas City correspondent of the 


Northwestern Miller says: ‘‘ Splendid wheat, . 


weather prevailed over all the southwest 
through nearly all of last week. Two or 
three days were cold enough to be much like 
winter weather, but the cold was accompa- 
‘nied by general rains whic& caused the com- 
bination to be given a glad welcome. The 
rain was general over al) of Kansas and ex- 
tended into Oklahoma. In Nebraska there 
was a good deal of snow and in central Mis-' 
soufi the snowfall was the heaviest of the 
Warm, bright weather succeeded 
the storm and enabled the wheat to take the 
greatest possible advantage of the newly 
received moisture. In Kansas the present 
precipitation extended further west than 
any previous rain and was vastly benddeiak 
in the western counties, where there haa 
heretofore been no moisture, or, at best, but 
a light shower or two. With this rain wheat. 
that was despaired of by some is expected 
to make rapid advancement.: In all the 
western hal* of the stat®é the drill rows can 
still be clearly traced across large fields: but 
this can as safely be taken to mean a late 
harvest as to assume that it means a short 
ong. On the whole, Kansas wheat prospered 
during the week and the outlook is much 
better than a week ago. Nearly all the talk 
is of a big crop. In Oklahoma wheat is in 
prosperous condition in fhe northern part, as 
far south as Enid on the Rock Island and 
Perry on the Santa Fé. Below a line drawn 
through those two places the condition is 
less promising and in the southwestern part 
the outlook is reported without encourage- 
ment. Missouri wheat is in good condition. 
The effect of the snow storm with wheat far 
advanced in growth has not yet been report- 
ed, but it is not likely to be bad.’’ 


The flour output last week increased 27,300 
bris, says the Northwestern Miller. . Even 
then it was small. The quantity of flour 
turned out was 127,115 bris, against 168,535 
in 1903 and 265,495 in 1902. This week thir- 
teen mills are in operation, and should there 
be no stops the production promises to ap- 
proximate 180,000 bris. For the same week 
in 1903 the output was 311,480 bris. Seldom 
have the Minneapolis mills experienced a 
duller business than that of last week. Small 
as was the output, sales of flour.were prob- 
ably even less. Buyers appeared to expect 
lower prices, and with the declining wheat 
market and the large stocks of flour in the” 
hands of middlemen they were apathetic to 
the extreme. Some mills having consider- 
able flour booked found it difficult to get the 
buyers to order it out. Millers are giving 
little’ attention to export trade. As fast as 


Wheat declines importers seem to reduce 


their bids and to keep well under the limits 
of millers. A single small lot of patent was 
reported worked last week. Cléars are slow 
of sale, and though prices have in some in- 
stances been lowered sixpence it seemed to 
elicit no attention from foreigners. Of 
course, the output is small and the mills 
have comparatively little of these grades to 
offer. Prices of patent have been reduced 
10c during the week.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Toronto Board of Underwriters Has Not 
Acce Manufacturers’ Invitation 
to Explain Higher Rates. 


New York, April 28.—[Special.j—The To-. 
ronto board of underwriters has not yet ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association to meet the latter 
body on Monday next and explain the reason 
of the higher insurance rates.
